Mr,  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting-  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  District  in  1971,  Although  the  report  is  in  duplicated  form,  we  have 
endeavoured  to  set  out  text  and  tables  in  easily  readable  form,  and  I 
hope  it  will  prove  again  a useful  and  convenient  source  of  reference. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District  (23,230) 
corresponds  closely  with  the  provisional  result  of  the  April  1971  Census, 
The  total  is  some  33o  less  than  the  1970  estimate,  but  is  some  3,400 
increase  on  the  1961  Census  figure.  There  was  therefore  an  expansion  of 
around  17%  in  the  total  population  in  the  decade  1961-1971,  I have 
included  in  this  report  (Page  9)  a summnrv  of  the  principal  population 
groups  on  the  basis  of  1961  and  1971  Census  returns.  From  this  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  main  proportionate  increase  has  been  in  the  population 
of  pre-school  and  school  age  children. 

Total  live  births  fell  by  50  to  391 , giving  a crude  birth  rate 
of  16.8  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  16,0  - the  same  as  the  National  rate. 

There  was  also  a fall  in  total  deaths  (259)  giving  a crude  death  rate  of 
11.1  and  an  adjusted  rate  of  13,1  to  compare  with  a national  rate  of  11.6, 
There  were  4 infant  deaths  - 3 less  than  in  1970  - giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  10,0  to  compare  with  a national  ra£e  of  18,0,  Three 
of  these  four  children  died  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

Total  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  are  a substantial  decrease 
on  the  1970  figures,  due  principally  to  the  low  incidence  of  Measles  and 
Infective  Jaundice.  During  the  year  there  was  a major  change  in  national 
policy  regarding  Smallpox  vaccination.  This  is  not  now  offered  as  a 
routine  in  young  children,  but  is  available  on  specific  parental  request. 

In  contrast  to  the  lack  of  general  enthusiasm  for  Measles  vaccination 
there  has  been  a very  good  response  to  Rubella  vaccination  now  offered 
to  girls  of  11,  12,  and  13  years  of  age, 

A total  of  33  houses  were  represented  to  the  Council  as  unfit 
(31  in  Clearance  Areas).  93  new  properties  were  completed  in  the  District, 
54  being  the  District  Council’s  own  new  property.  There  was  increased 
interest,  particularly  by  owner-occupiers,  in  applying  for  standard  grants 
for  the  improvement  of  older  property. 
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The  Ninth  Smoke  Control  Order  came  into  effect  on  1st  July 
1971,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  6,640  premises  were 
covered  by  Smoke  Control  Orders.  The  district  thus  continues  to  make 
steady  progress  in  clean  air. 

While  the  project  for  a new  Health  Centre  is  not  the  direct 
responsibility  of  this  Council,  it  may  be  desirable  to  record  that  considerable 
progress  was  made  in  the  planning1  of  this  project  during  the  year.  All 
general  practitioners  in  the  district  are  now  anxious  to  secure  accomodation 
in  the  Centre,  and  it  was  possible  for  the  County  Council,  with  the  aid 
of  the  District  Council,  to  proceed  with  negotiations  for  a site  off 
Ashton  Road  West. 

The  future  pattern  of  Local  Government  and  Health  Services  has 
emerged  with  much  more  certainty  in  the  past  twelve  months.  Former  "Welfare" 
Services  have  merged  with  the  former  Children's  Department  and  certain  Local 
Health  Authority  services  in  the  new  Social  Services  Departments,  operating 
in  Lancashire  since  1st  April  1972.  This  re-alignment  of  services  has  not 
been  an  easy  operation,  and  it  is  likely  to  be  some  time  before  the  respective 
responsibilities  of  Health  and  Social  Services  Departments  are  well  understood 
especially  by  the  public.  Barring  some  major  political  crisis  it  now  seems 
fairly  certain  that  the  new  enlarged  Local  Government  districts  will  be 
created  on  1st  April  1974,  and  that  on  the  same  date  the  National  Health 
Service  will  be  re-structured  as  a unitary  service  under  the  operational 
control  of  Area  Health  Boards.  It  is  however,  apparent  that  some  difficulty 
is  being  experienced  in  the  allocation  of  certain  Health  Services  functions 
in  which  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  are  directly  concerned  — control  of 
communicable  disease,  food  hygiene  and  similar  duties. 

I feel  it  necessary  to  remind  members  that  the  preliminary  work 
of  re-organisation  is  creating  a tremendous  additional  task  for  your  officers: 

one  hopes  that  the  final  results  of  the  re-structuring  will  justify  the 

investment  of  time  and  thought. 

In  expressing  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health 
Committee,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department 
for  their  continued  support  in  the  past  year.  I must  pav  a special  tribute  to 
Mr.  Monks,  who  has  recently  retired  from  the  post  of  Senior  Public  Health 

Inspector.  It  was  no  accident  that  Mr.  Monks  was  asked  by  his  colleagues  from 

other  districts  in  the  Public  Health  panel  of  area  12(f)  to  take  the  chair 
of  their  first  important  meetings,  but  rather  a tribute  to  his  integrity  and 
competence  by  his  professional  peers.  I count  myself  fortunate  to  have  had 
his  support,  counsel  and  advice  over  the  past  12  years.  I am  however, 
confident  that  Mr.  Simpson  will  maintain  and  build  upon  the  high  standards 
set  by  his  predecessor.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  * GENERAL 


There  was  a substantial  decrease  of  total  notifications  of 
infectious  disease  in  the  District  during1  the  year  due  mainly  to 
reductions  in  incidence  of  Measles  and  Infective  Jaundice, 

INFECTIVE  JAUNDICE 


Five  cases  were  notified  in  comparison  with  45  in  the  previous 
year  when  a number  of  cases  were  associated  with  one  school  in  the 
District . 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  case  occurred  in  the  district  for  the  twelfth  successive 
year,  nor  was  there  any  outbreak  in  surrounding  districts,  but,  with 
the  virtual  disappearance  of  poliomyelitis  as  an  endemic  disease,  there 
has  been  a considerable  decline  in  public  interest  in  vaccination. 
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SMALLPOX 

T ere  were  no  cases , suspects  or  close  contacts  reported  in  the 
District.  During  the  year  there  was  a major  national  revision  of  vaccination 
pol icy  - vaccination  is  no  longer  normally  recommended  in  infancy. 

MENGITIS  (ACUTE) 

3 cases  occurred  during  the  year. 

MEASLES 

The  total  of  37  cases  notified  was  less  than  half  the  total  of 

8f>  notified  in  1970. 


WHOOPING  COUGH 

Three  cases  were  notified.  None  of  these  three  children  were  recorded 
as  having  had  immunisation.  It  is  however,  accepted  that  Whooping  Cough 
immunisation  confers  less  complete  protection  than  other  immunisation 

procedures . 


DYSENTERY 


Two  cases  of  Dysentery  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  was 
a considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of  faeces  specimens  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination. 


FOOD  POISONING 


Two  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  were  notified  during  the  year,  but  there 
was  no  evidence  as  to  the  nature  of  the  food  responsible.

TUBERCULOSIS

IMMUNISATION 

Ideally  all  children  under  2 years  of  age  should  receive  immunisa- 
tion against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus,  Whooping  Cough,  Poliomyelitis  and 
Measles,  with  reinforcement  doses  at  recommended  intervals  B-C.G. 
Vaccine  (against  Tuberculosis)  is  recommended  to  older  children  (12 
to  15  years)  who  have  no  acquired  resistance  to  Tuberculosis, 

Rubella  (German  Measles)  Vaccine  should  be  given  to  girls  ages  11, 

1 2 and  13  years  . 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  can  be  made  at  Firs  Hall  Clinic,  or 
with  General  Practitioners, 


AMBULANCE

Mr,  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  first  Annual  Report  to  you  on 
the  services  affecting  the  Environment  of  the  District  and  the  work  done 
by  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  during  1971,  As  you  will  be  aware 
the  Report  relates  to  the  period  before  Mr-  Monks  retired  and  I am  indebted 
to  him  for  the  following  contribution, 

"To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 

It  is  with  very  mixed  feelings  that  I submit  my  final  contribution 
on  the  work  of  the  Failsworth  Health  Department  after  40  years  in  Local 
Government  Service,  19^  years  of  which  have  been  in  Failsworth,  during  which 
period  there  has  been  a vast  improvement  in  the  environment,  in  particular 
the  abolition  of  most  of  the  Slum  Property,  the  inclusion  of  a larcrer  percen- 
tage of  the  District  in  Smoke  Control  Areas,  a regulai  f^ejuse  Collection 
service,  of  which  we  all  can  be  justifiably  proud,  and  the  construction  of 
the  Woodhouses  sewer. 

During  the  year  1971  further  regular  progress  was  made  in  Slum 
Clearance  in  accordance  with  the  schedule  of  3rd  November  1970.  Due  to  the 
proposed  amalgamation  of  Districts  in  1974  this  Schedule  was  amended  November 
1971  to  enable  the  maximum  clearance  of  unfit  properties  in  the  next  two 
years,  this  being  synchronised  with  new  housing  construction. 

At  the  end  ol'  the  year  the  number  of  pail  closets  had  been  reduced 
to  4 and  negotiations  were  in  hand  for  the  conversion  of  these,  there  being 
no  sewer  available  within  the  prescribed  distance  laid  down  in  the  Public 
Health  Act,  The  vast  reduction  in  the  number  of  this  unsatisfactory  type 
of  closet  is  due  to  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  Woodhouses.  I would 
add  that  apart  from  these  four  there  are  freshwater  closets  only  in  Failsworth 

With  reference  to  the  suspension  of  all  Smoke  Control  Orders  in 
November  1970  due  to  the  expected  shortage  of  solid  Smokeless  Fuel,  although 
no  real  difficulty  arose  due  to  the  mild  winter  nevertheless  I am  still  of 
the  opinion  that  it  was  the  correct  action  to  take,  and  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  no  difficulty  arose  when  the  Orders  came  into  operation  again 
on  1st  May  1 971 , 
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The  Refuse  Collection  Services  was  well  maintained  throughout  the 
year  whilst  being  subjected  to  investigation  by  the  Work  Study  Officers, 
preliminary  recommendations  were  not  acceptable  to  the  men  and  the  Union 
representative  but  after  further  trials  a slightly  modified  scheme  was 
accepted  and  was  put  into  operation  in  March  1972. 

The  joint  negotiations  for  the  provision  of  a Regional  Incinerator 
continued  and  consultants  were  appointed  to  carry  out  a study  of  the 
problems  involved 

With  reference  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Simpson  as  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  it  has  given  me  great  pleasure  that  you  have  sufficient 
conf idence  in  the  Department  to  enable  you  to  promote  a member  of  the 
staff  and  I have  no  doubt  at  all  that  he  will  carry  out  the  duties 
to  your  satisfaction. 

Finally  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  the 
help  I have  received  from  past  and  present  Councillors  and  Officers  of 
the  Council  and  in  particular  to  Dr.  Brackenr idge , Mr.  Simpson  and  other 
members  of  the  Health  Department  Staff."

WATER  SUPPLY 


All  dwellinghouses  in  the  District  are  supplied  direct  from  water 
mains.  The  District  is  supplied  by  the  West  Pennine  Water  Board  and 
Manchester  Corporation. 


Twenty-three  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  by  the  Water  undertakings.,  All  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Some  complaints  are  still  being  received  regarding  low  water  pressure 
due  to  silting  up  of  the  service  pipes  co  the  house.  I would  point  out  that  the 
responsibility  for  maintaining  these  pipes  is  the  owner /s „ 


RI VE  RS  AN D £ TREAMS 


The  River  Medlock  adjoins  the  Water  Pollution  Control  Centre,  and  receives 
sewage  effluent.  It  flows  along  the  South-East  border  of  the  District.  On 
the  opposite  boundary  of  the  District  is  the  Moston  Erook,  which  flows  into  the 
River  Irk, 

A smaller  brook,  named  Lord's  Brook,  flows  into  the  Medlock,  and  another 
small  stream  occurs  near  the  Cemetery, 

SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE 


All  drains  are  examired  before  being  covered  in,  and  smoke  or  water 
tests  applied  where  applicable. 


The  sewers  in  the  district  are  partly  brick  and  partly  pipe.  Most  of 
the  storm  water  finds  it  way  into  the  sewers.  They  are  periodically  flushed  and 
are  ventilated  by  open  manholes  and  gratings.  House  drains  are  well  trapped  and 
soil  pipes  are  properly  ventilated.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  Council's 
Water  Pollution  Control  Centre  which  has  been  reconstructed.  The  dry-weather 
flow  of  sewage  exceed  1,750,000  gallons  per  day. 


Lord's  Brook  which  flows  through  Failsworth  and  joins  the  River  Medlock 
is  seriously  polluted  before  entering  the  District,  but  it  is  further  polluted 
by  the  drainage  f j om  the  farms  and  piggeries  on  the  West  side  of  Medlock  Road. 
The  drainage  from  the  farms  and  piggeries  on  the  East  Side  of  Medlock  Road 
eventually  finds  its  way  into  the  River  Medlock.  There  is  now  very  little 
pollution  of  the  water  courses  from  the  Domestic  premises  in  Woodhouses,

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


During  1971  one  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu  yd  Ramil les  and  two  Karrier 
Gamecock  25  cu  yd  Ramilles  rear  loading  compression  vehicles  were  in 
regular  use  for  domestic  refuse  and  Karrier  Bantam  dual  tip  rear  loading 
vehicle  was  used  for  shop  and  bulky  refuse.  One  Karrier  Bantam  20  cu 
yd  Ramilles  rear  loader  and  one  Karrier  Bantam  10/11  cu  yd  side  loader 
were  used  as  spare  vehicles. 

The  establishment  of  the  Department  was  25,  comprising  a foreman, 
five  drivers,  sixteen  refuse  collectors,  two  tip  attendants,  and  one 
rodent  operator. 

Durying  1971  Work  Study  Officers  who  were  appointed  jointly  for 
the  Urban  Districtsof  Chadderton,  Crompton,  Failsworth  and  Royton, 
commenced  Work  Study  investigations  in  connection  with  the  Refuse 
Collection  and  Disposal  service.  Their  recommendations  for  the 
implementation  of  an  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  included  the  reduction  of 
the  refuse  collection  personnel  to  3 domestic  round  drivers  and  9 
refuse  collectors  plus  2 loader  drivers  for  trade  and  bulky  refuse  with 
one  spare  man  to  cover  for  sickness,  absence  and  holidays. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  approximately  8,650  premises  and  a regular 
weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  apart  from  the  holiday  periods, 

A free  collection  of  refuse  too  bulky  to  be  put  into  the  dustbin 
has  oeeri  in  operation  for  some  years  and  has  become  an  essential  service. 
1,141  special  collections  were  made  during  1971, 

The  Council  have  operated  a scheme  for  the  maintenance  of  dustbins 
as  a charge  upon  the  general  rate  fund  since  1st  April  1949;  1,052 
dustbins  were  provided  under  the  scheme  during  the  past  year. 

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  low-lying  land 
near  Broadway,  adjoining  the  Manchester  Boundary, 

A Bristol  Taurus  tractor  with  a forward  leading  bucket  was  used  to 
control  the  tip  and  a refuse  collection  vehicle  which  nas  been  taken  out 
of  service  is  used  to  conveyance  of  covering  material  excavated  from 
the  old  portion  of  the  tip. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  there  were  15  pail  closets,  but 
at  the  end  of  the  year  these  had  been  reduced  to  4.  The  pails  are  emptied 
weekly  by  one  of  the  refuse  collection  vehicles  to  which  is  attached  a 
trailer  tank  for  the  purpose. 


The  tank  is  emptied  in  the  Council  Yard  into  a manhole  connected  to 
the  main  sewer.

r ARMS  AND  SWILL  BOILING  PLANTS 

Twenty-six  inspections  were  made  to  13  Waste  Fooa  Boiling  Plants 
registered  under  the  Diseases  of  Ammals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957, 

Although  very  few  complaints  have  been  received  regarding  the  smells 
from  the  farms  the  satisfactory  disposal  of  effluent  from  the  piggeries 
has  not  yet  been  finalised.  At  the  present  time  the  effluent  is  being 
dealt  with  by  (a  Spreading  or  spraying  onto  grazing  land,  (b)  running  into 
lagoons  and  overflowing  along  ditches  and  (c)  discharging  directly  into 
the  watercourse. 

IXiring  the  year  a number  of  meetings  were  held  between  representatives 
of  the  National  Farmers’  Unions  T»e  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Foods  The  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority  and  The  Failsworth  Urban 
District  Council  in  an  effort  to  find  a solution  to  the  problem  and  the 
feasability  of  some  experimental  purification  plants  has  been  considered 
without  success. 


DISINFESTATION 

One  hundred  and  three  houses  were  treated  with  insecticides 
containing  D.D.T.,  Dieldrin,  Arprocar b,  Gammexane , Dichlorvos,  and 
Pyrethrins,  Seventy  three  were  infested  with  Cockroaches- 

Although  for  many  years  bugs  and  fleas  have  not  been  any  problem 
in  Failsworth  it  is  disconcerting  to  note  that  there  were  8 infestations 
of  bugs  and  5 infestations  of  fleas. 

During  the  summer  months  there  were  19  requests  for  assistance 
regarding  wasps  and  bees  and  although  strictly  speaking  there  are  not 
normally  considered  to  be  pests  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department  all 
assistance  was  given  and  eradication  was  effected  in  most  cases  by 
using  Carbon  Tetra  Chloride,  Dichlorvos,  and  Pyrethrins, 
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RODENT  CONTROL 

One  trained  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  part-time  on  this  work. 

Great  difficulty  is  still  being-  encountered  in  the  extermination 
of  mice  as,  in  Failsworth,  they  are  resistant  to  Warfarin,  but  some 
satisfactory  results  have  been  obtained  by  using-  mouse  dust  containing 
Lindane . 


The  South  East  Lancashire  Advisory  Committee  meets  twice  yearly, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Divisional  Pests  Officer;  joint  action  is 
planned  between  representatives  when  necessary.

During  the  year  15  smoke  observations  were  made  regarding 
emission  of  smoke  from  factory  chimneys,  but  although  there  was  some 
infringement  of  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations,  1958, 
it  was  not  necessary  to  take  any  Legal  Action, 

The  Council  is  a member  of  the  Joint  Committee  for  the  Investigation 
of  Atmospheric  Pollution  comprising  38  Authorities  and  apparatus  to  measure 
pollution  is  installed  at  43  sites  within  the  region,  one  of  these  being 
in  the  Health  Department . 

The  Failsworth  No.  9 (Clifton  Street)  Smoke  Control  Order,  1969 
came  into  operation  on  1st  July  1971 . 

The  nine  Smoke  Control  Orders  in  operation  cover  approximately 
1,283  acres  and  6,637  premises.

Housing  Act,  1969  - Qualification  Certificates 

Applications  have  been  received  in  connection  with  81  houses,  which  have 
the  Standard  Amenities,  for  Qualification  Certificates  to  enable  the  Landlord 
to  apply  to  the  Rent  Officer  for  the  tenancies  to  be  converted  to  Regulated 
Tenancies . 

Although  it  was  expected  that  the  Landlords  would  put  their  houses  in  a 
good  state  of  repair  in  accordance  with  the  Act  before  making  application, 
in  a large  proportion  of  the  cases  this  was  not  so  and  a heavier  burden  than 
anticipated  was  thrown  onto  the  Department. 

It  was  decided  however  that  although  the  defects  in  many  cases  would  far 
exceed  minor  disrepairs,  the  procedure  of  notifying  the  Landlord  to  enable  him 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  instead  of  refusing  the  application  should  be 
adhered  to,  consequently  detailed  inspections  were  made  in  each  case  in  the 
hope  that  the  benefit  gained  in  rapid  improvement  of  housing  conditions  would 
compensate  for  the  extra  work  entailed.

38  Qualification  Certificates  were  granted  during  the  year,  mainly 
following  extensive  works  of  repair  and  it  was  pleasing  to  note  the  improvement 
apparent  in  the  areas  in  which  groups  of  these  houses  were  situated.
